In the amendment filed 10/22/07 and Supplemental amendment filed 2/7/08, the 
following has occurred: Claim 1 has been amended. Claims 1-8 are presented for examination.

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-8 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The primary reasons for the allowance of claims 1-8 is the inclusion of the limitation 
in the claims, which is not found in the prior art references, of obtaining color information from 
color maps and image maps of a plurality of races, in order to find matching eye shadow and 
rouge colors and desirable images. This along with further limitations set forth by the claims 
render the application allowable over the prior art of record.
